Officer and Soldier their full Pay and 
Arrears due to them until the Firſt day of this Inſtant Fanuary, and for the making conſtant 
and punctual Payment of the Subſiſtence-Money, and Clearings of the Army in the uſual 
Method without any the leaſt diminution of the former Pay ; We have thoughg fit hereby 
to declare the ſame, that no Officer or Soldier may be miſled, or diverted from Our Service 
by any groundleſs Reports, or malicious Infinuations , ſtritly Charging and Requiring all 
Officers to repair forthwith to their reſpeive Commands, and all Soldiers to their reſpeQive 
Quarters and Places of Rendezvous, upon pain of Our higheſt Diſpleaſure, and being pu- 
niſhed for their default as the Nature of their Offences ſhall deſerve. And if it ſhall ſo hap- 
pen, that notwithſtanding theſe Our Gracious Intentions and Offer of Pardon for their palt 
Abſence or Deſertion, any Soldiers ſhall obſtinately continue to abſent themſelves from their 
Duties, We do hereby Dire& and Require all Officers Civil and Military to Seize and Ap- 
prehend, and to be Aiding and Aſſiſting in the Seizing and Apprehending of all Soldiers 
that have deſerted, or ſhall deſert the Service, in order to the bringing them to Condign Pu- 
niſhment, to be inflicted upon them with the utmoſt Severity.
